The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Li et al, 
US Patent No. 6,060,549. 

Li et al discloses composites comprising nanoclays such as montmorillonite and an 
elastomer such as a brominated butyl rubber. The montmorillonite may be pretreated with 
organic molecules and may be incorporated into the composites in amounts ranging from 0.5 to 
10 wt% based on the polymers present in the nanocomposite. (This is equivalent to 10 phr.) 
Sulfur curatives may be used in the composites and the components of the composites may be 
dynamically cured after the elastomers and curative have been mixed. See col. 2, line 21 through 
col. 8, line 38. 

Claims 1 and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Shuart et al, US Patent No. 3 1 2358 1 . 

See col. 1, lines 10-73 and claims 1-3. Shuart et al discloses butyl rubber admixed with 1- 
200 phr kaolin clay and subsequent curing with a sulfur curing agent. 

Claims 1, 4 and 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Kresge et al, US Patent No. 5,665,183. Kresge et al teaches elastomeric polymer/clay 
compositions that are vulcanized with sulfur containing agents. Butyl rubber and 
montmorillonite are claimed. See Example 4 and claims 1, 9 and 16. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by 
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another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the 
invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-4 and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by WO 02 
100935. 

The reference teaches elastomeric polymer/clay compositions that are vulcanized with 
sulfur containing agents. Halogenated butyl rubber is specifically claimed. See claims 1,11 and 
16-18.
